A RAILROAD FROM HUDSON RAV

n e w YORK, Feb., 14.— Real {ra­ 
tion of the dream of a railroad from 
“Hudson 
Bay 
to Patagonia and 
Buenos Aires” has been brought 
nearer as a result of the recent Pan- 
American Financial Conference in 
Washington, according to Charles M. 
Pepper who, in 1903, was apponted 
by President Roosevelt under au­ 
thority of Congress to visit the sever­ 
al countries from Mexico southward 
and report on the project. 
A journey by rail from the Arctic 
Circle to the tip of South America- 
appromimately IO, OOO miles could 
be made under good traffic condi­ 
tions, it has been estimated, in 16 
to 18 days. At present 24 days are 
required for the 5. 871-mile sea 
voyage from New York to the cap­ 
ital of Argentina. 
This dream of a trans-hemisphere 
trunk line, running almost the entire 
length of the two American contin­ 
ents was born in the of Hinton Ro­ 
wan Helper, a Southern writer and 
former United States consul in South 
America, more than 50 years ago. 
The late United States Senator Hen­ 
ry Gassaway Davis of West Virginia, 
a practical railroad builder, saw its 
feasibility, and, with Andrew Carne­ 
gie and other wealthy Americans, 
gave the idea a fresh impetus. James 
G. Blaine also once advocated it. 
T h e project however, 
received 
first definite form at the Internation­ 
al American Conference held in Mex­ 
ico City in 1902 when it appointed 
a permanent Pan-American Railway 
Committee composed of prominent 
citizens of the United States and 
diplomatic officials of Latin-Ameri- 
can countries resident in Washington 
Form er Senator Davis and Mr.Car- 
negie were members of it. Later, 
ag th© envoy of the President and 
the representatives of the commttee, 
Mr. Pepper went to Central America 
and South America, and after visit-* 
ing the various countries for a year, 
returned and made a report which 
has been the basis of subsequent dis­ 
suasion and legislation. 
The general idea outlined in the 
Pepper report was that the different 
South and Central American nations 
in their railway construction should 
give special attention to the links in 
line North and South which, ulti­ 
mately, would be joined. Attention 
was also given to the building of 
banch lines and “feeders” especial­ 
ly in South America, on the theory 
that in time there would be through 
lines from the Atlantic to the Pacific 
which would form intersecting sys­ 
tems. 
Subsequent Pan-American confer­ 
ences held at Rio Janerio and Buenos 
Aires approved the idea and continu­ 
ed the Pan-American Railway Com­ 
mittee. The International High Com­ 
mission, now renamed as the Inter- 
American High Commission, which 
was the outgrowth of the first Pan- 
American Financial Conference held 
in Washington in 1915, also approv­ 
ed the project and urged its support; 
by the various Republics. 
“In the 18 years since the plan* 
was endorsed by the Mexican Confer- i 
ence” explained Mr. Pepper, consider-j 
able progress has been made in join-;

“The Argentine line was finished 
to the southern border of Bolivia at 
La Quiaca several years ago while 
Bolivia has closed up most of the 
links in her Pan-American trunk line 
There are now less than 125 miles 
in Bolivia to be completed, some of 
which is also graded, in order to 
provide through railway connection 


■ M 
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from Buenos Aires to La Pax and 
to the Pacific. It would cost approx­ 
imately $5, 000,000 to complete it. 
“The groups committee on Bolivia 
at the recent Pan-American Financial 
Conference recommended that a loan 
be granted Bolivia for the purpose 
of completeing this link. It was ex- 
plained that the gauge was the same 
as that of the Argentine lines and 
an arrangement by which Bolivia 
could use Argentine Tooling stock 
was suggested.” 
By a coincidence Mr. Pepper, who 
made the Pan-American Railway re­ 
port under President Roosevelt, was 
a member of the groupe committee 
on Bolivia. He also was railway ad­ 
viser to the Committee on Transpor­ 
tation. This committee adopted a 
resolution offered by M artinet Var­ 
gas, of Bolivia, for calling a Pan- 
American Railway Conference fur­ 
ther to consider the subject of rail­ 
way operation, interchange of traf­ 
fic, standardisation of rates and fin­ 
ancing. This resoluton, as amended 
by the committee on Resolutions and 
adopted by the recent conference 
provided for referring the calling of 
such a meeting of Pan-American re­ 
presentatives to the Inter-American 
High Commission. Ju st when the 
trans-hemsphere railroad conference 
will be called has not yet been de­ 
termined. 
Argentina's keen interest in de­ 
veloping the Pan-Amrican trunk line 
project was indicated by Dr. Ricardo 
C. Aldao, a member of the Argen­ 
tine Financial" Mission, not only at 
the conference in Washington but 
also in his address at the recent ban­ 
quet of the Pan-American Society 
here. It was later pointed out by 
others that Argentina now has an 
I, 100-mile railroad from Buenos 
Aires to the Bolivian border, much 
of it 
built by British capitalists 
whose interests in South America 
are estimated at $4,000,000,000, half 
of which is said to be in Argentina. 
The Argentine government, it was 
said, controls this line. France and 
Belgium also have heavy South A- 
merican railroad investments. 
The war, it is said, has made it 
virtually impossible for European 
countries to continue their financing 
of South America and this is why 
delegations from Columbia, Peru, 
Paraguay and other South American 
lands have visited the United States 
in recent years to awaken American 
investors to what they call “a big 
investment opportunity". The propos­ 
ed trunk line would run from the 
United States through Mexico, Cen­ 
tral 
America, Colombia, 
Ecuador, 
Peru, almost the entire length of 
Chile and from La Quiaci, Bolivia, 
to Buenos Aires. From this main line 
would be connecting roads, some al­ 
ready completed, extending like “fin­ 
gers” in many directions toward the 
Atlantic ocean.

A CLEAR COMPLEXION 


OKLAHOMA CITY, Feb. 
14.- 
A proclamation calling a special ses­ 
sion of the Oklahoma legislature for 
February 23, was issued today by 
Governor Robertson. A copy of the 
resolution was mailed to each mem­ 
ber of the house and senate. 
The governor in issuing the pro­ 
clamation did not mention any sub­ 
ject to be acted upon but stated this 
would be done In a special message 
when the legislature convenes. He 
stated however, to newspaper cor­ 
respondents that In his special mes­ 
sage he will recommend action only 
upon two pressing m atters—ratifica­ 
tion of the woman suffrage amend­ 
ment and the passage of appropria­ 
tion bills to take care of deficiences 
created since the last session of 
the legislature, amounting to near­ 
ly $200,000. He said this legisla­ 
tion could be enacted within a week. 
Expects No Delay 
The governor stated that in case 
a majority of the legislators in cau­ 
cus agree on import and desirable 
measures for the benefit of the 
whole state which they will pass 
without delay or debate, he would 
permit such action. 
The proclamation issued by Gov­ 
ernor Robertson follows: 
By virtue of authority vested In 
me by Section Seven of Article Six 
of the constitution of the state of 
Oklahoma, I do hereby convoke the 
legislature of said state in extraor­ 
dinary session at Oklahoma City, at 
nine o'clock a. rn. on Monday, Feb­ 
ruary 23, 1920, no subject to be 
acted upon at said session except 
such as may be recommended for 
consideraation by the governor of 
the state. 
“Done at the state capitol at Ok­ 
lahoma City this fourteenth day of 
February, A. D., 1920. 
“J. B. A. Robertson, Governor of 
the State of Oklahoma."

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Feb. 15, 
American Legion Posts throughout 
the country now numbering more 
than 7,500, are cooperating with the 
United States Public Health Ser- 
vice in efforts to locate santorium 
accommodations for the thousands 
of ex-service men who have returned 
from the War afflicted with tuber­ 
culosis. 
Acting on the suggestion 
of Surgeon-General Rupert 
Blue. 
American Legion Posts are endeav­ 
oring to locate suitable sanatoriums 
where War Risk • patients can be 
accommodated at rates not to ex­ 
ceed $3.00 per day, it being the 
wish of the Public Health Service 
to care for tubercular patients in 
sanatoriums near their own homes, 
where the patients so desire. 
‘The old idea that tuberculosis 
patients must seek a high altitude 
and a dry climate has been found 
to be wrong," said Dr. Rupert Blue. 
“It is not generally necessary or 
even desirable to make a radical re­ 
moval. A patient with far advanced 
or rapidly progressing disease should 
never be sent to a distant place. It 
las been an axiom for many years 
that a consumptive improved faster, 
or got worse faster as the 
cane 
might be, in the arid Southwest. 
Expert care, the solace of friends 
and relatives, familiar surroundings 
a contented spirit are of greater 
importance than climate. 
“The United States Public Health 
Service desires to provide treatment 
in suitable local sanatoriums for 
such War Risk patients aa prefer to 
remain near their own homes. 
Pa­ 
tients 
requiring 
high 
specialized 
treatment, such as only large and 
resourceful institutions can provide, 
will usually be advised to enter a 
Public Health Service Sanatorium. 
Those sufficiently recovered to take 
up vocational training will also be 
advised to enter those large sana­ 
toriums where the Federal Board of 
Vocational Education is expected to 
provide the desired facilities. 
It is 
not expected that vocational train­ 
ing will be made available in the 
many small sanatoriums widely scat-1 
tered throughout the country.

SECRETARY OF THE TREASURY. 
HOUSTON. SAYS THAT OUR 
FINANCES ARE IN 
GOOD 
CONDITION 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 14.—Confi-j 
dence that Europe’s monetary prob-i 
lems will be settled satisfactory was 
expressed today by Secretary Hous­ 
ton in a review of the international 
financial situation. 
This country is constantly fur-i 
Dishing Europe capital with which 
to reconstruct the economic life o f1 
nations there, said Mr. Houston, ex­ 
plaining that advances are being J 
made in the same way that Europe; 
aided this country in time of dis-j 
tress in the past, not by government 
loans so much ag by indirect meth­ 
ods, such as private loans, sale of ' 
surplus army equipment, and the 
absorption of high grade investment, 
authorities offered in markets hero J 
by European holders. The secretary 
estimated that Europe had receiv-! 
ed 
approximately 
$4,000,000.0001 
from this country since the armis­ 
tice was signed. 
Clean Up Short Loans 
The position of the United States' 
treasury was said by the secretary 
to be very strong and on Monday 
the last issue of “loan” certificates 
of indebtedness, about $60,000,000 
will be redeemed, leaving no out-! 
standing floating loan in the sense 
of short term certificates requiring I 
to be refunded at maturity. Tax 
certificates outstanding amount to! 
$2,935,949,000, all of which will bel 
paid 
by forthcoming income and ( 
profits taxes. 
Altogether, Secretary Houston de­ 
clined to agree with the pessimistic! 
view of some public men who fore-1 
saw a financial crash and asserted 
that while there were many diffi­ 
culties still to be overcome, there 
was nothing In the situation to be 
regarded as extremely grave. 
Statement 
Secretary 
Houston's 
statement 
follows, in part: 
“The rapid reduction of govern­ 
ment expenditures and realization 
of the surplus stock accumulated 
for war purposes hate been impor­ 
tant factors in making possible the 
reduction of the floating debt and 
the gross debt of the government in 
the past five months. The result 
of the elimination of loan certifi­ 
cates and the great reduction in 
the floating debt and cross debt 
have both been contributed Th by 
the application to the payment of 
loan certificates 
of an important 
part of the balance in the general 
fund which it has been necessary to 
retain at a high figure as long as 


standing in order to provide for 
three frequent maturities and which 
it was possible to reduce greatly in 
connection with their retirement. 
“Although the treasury, will, of 
course, be obliged to borrow from 
time to time to meet the current 
deficit (which in January amounted 
to less than $93,000,000) it: the in­ 
tervals between income and profit 
tax installment payments, and the 
current requirements of the war fi­ 
nance corporation; the fact that the 
treasury has no uncovered maturi­ 
ties is of immense Importance.
